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A BILL 

FOR AN ACT AUTHORIZING BOARDS OF DIRECTORS TO CHANGE THE BOUND­

ARIES OF INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICTS WITHIN THE SAME CIVIL 

TOWNSHIP. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. The boundaries of independent districts located contiguous to each other, 

2 within the same civil township, may be changed by concurrent action of the respective 

3 boards of directors at their regular meetings in September, or at special meetings called 

4 thereafter for that purpose; provided, that the district so formed, from which territory has 

5 been detached, shall not contain less-than four (4) government sections of land; and provided 

6 further, that the boundary line of said districts shall conform to the lines of congressional 

7 divisions of land. 

SEC. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance, shall take effect on and after its 

2 publication in the State Leader and State Register, newspapers published in Des Moines, 

3 Iowa.
